writer states that the Government annexed Oadh simply in 


consequence of the tyranny and oppression of the ex-king.

« Some of the questions in the papers for the lat Ratranog 
examination of the Panjab University College, which were 
printed at the Lahore CentralJail, under the strict supervision 
of its Superintendent, appeared to have transpired, and the 
candidates who were suspected of having obtained these ques- 
tions were lately prosecuted by the police (not by the Regis- 
- trar of the Panjab: University Oollege, as stated in a late 
issue of the Civil and Miltary Gazette) in the Court of the 
Judicial Assistant, Lahore, but they have been discharged, 

as it was not proved that they had obtained any of the actual 
eXamination-papers: No proof, sa far as we are aware, has 
yet been found that any of the papers have really. been 
stolen ; yet, as a precautionary measure, an additional set of 
questions were given, and there was an oral exgmination 
covering the ground of the written examination in the subject, 
in which it was: suspected that some questions might have 
transpired. There:is no doubt, therefore, that the result of 
the double test will represent the genuine qualification of the 
candidates, and the object of the examination will not ee ag 
it might otherwise have been, frustrated.
